Mr. Ilillof Georgia, an es-Con- 
fecloralo Senator, who replied to Jlr. lllnine, 
had a right to deny this responsibility, bul 
ha mado a great mistake in attempting to 
whitewash Iho rebel prisons.

survived the horrors of Bello Me, and ho

infamous as scenes of ncedlesa, wanlon.dov- 
ilish inhumanity. One who has ever reail 
of Ihe federal prisoners' mako-shifts for shel- 
ter, or, as was etill possible after the war, 
has seen the burrows into which they 
crawIcdjOr has over stood before a collodion 
of tho implements which they shdped as 
best Ihoy might, knows bow long a slep to- 
wards savagery they wore driven lo tako by 
their FAvago keepers. On this subject the 
Korth has mado np ils mind, and' Southern 
numbers of Congress who desire lo get "lh« 
bloody shirt'1 out of politics had belter re- 
frain from following Iho example of Mr. 
Hill. 
Difficult as it ia to provo Davis'g di- 


rect part in thcsa atrocities, it is moro dim- 
cult to relieve him of immediate moral re- 
sponsibility for then,seeing that ho was not 
in ignorance of tho facts, and that ho never 
lifted a finger even by way of protest.
